“Ghe Evangel’s Birthday 


Introduction: Before the Evan- 
gel reaches you aga’n the year 
date of its first publication will be 
ushered in upon us. It has been just 
twenty-four years, March the 
first, since this little white winged 
messenger made its appearance in 
the Church of God. Since that time 
it has made its rounds’ regularly 
wherever it found place. 

TEXT: “And unto them _ that 
look for him shall he appear the 
second time,” Heb. 9:28. These are 
the words of the apostle as he en- 
courages us concerning the return 
of the Lord Jesus. The language 
of our text ever keeps God’s faith- 
ful ones in a state of constant ex- 
pectancy. Blessed expectancy is 
that which fills their hearts with 
holy contemplation and anticipa- 
tion. The same is true of this little 
Evangel, those who make_ up its 
list of subscribers anxiously await 
its appearance each week, that 
their hearts may be strengthened 
by its encouraging messages and 
reports of the work of the Lord in 
different fields. 

Certainty and Uncertainty 

That the Lord will come at the 
end of the age is certain, whethe1 
we are ready for His coming or 
not. However, that the Evangel 
will come is not so certain; it all 
depends upon you about that. If 
your subscription is paid, the 
chances are that it “will come 
again;” but if it is not paid, then it 
may reluctantly cease to visit your 
home. It is not so potent as to 
come unless some arrangements 
are made for its regular appear- 
ance. It is a little like the apostle 
when he said, “When I would do 
good, evil is present with me.” 
There are many hindrances, some- 
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times it is the fault of the postal 
department, but more often it is 
the fault of the individual or the 
subscriber. 

Its Mission 

The General Assembly has long 
since decided that it had a mission 
in the Church of God, and in fact 
they decided that it was really an 
evangelist. Indeed this is the true 
intent of its purpose. It is a mes- 
senger of “good tidings.” It should 
be received joyfully, and allowed 
a chance within our churches to 
testify of the blessings of the Lord 
in each community. 

It can spread a larger variety of 
“good news” and at less expense 
and trouble than any other minis- 
ter or messenger in the entire 
Church. It has encouraged mul:i- 
plied thousands of hearts. It has 
no less been the means of many. 
many conversions, healings and 
victories. It deserves a place in ev- 
ery church member’s home, on ev- 
ery minister’s desk, and it should 
be sent into every unsaved person’s 
home possible. It is inexpensive in 
its mission. It has not had a collec- 
tion taken for its expenses for the 
last twelve years. It never sleeps 
late, and never complains about 
the bill of fare. It will go home with 
anybody, and sit up all night and 
talk all the time; yet it never ar- 
gues and never has lost the victory 
during its twenty-four years of 
constant ministry. 

It Deserves Your Support 

Each minister before he is li- 
censed agrees that he “will be a 
regular reader of the Evangel.” 
Have you kept your pledge? Every 
‘minister in the Church of God 
needs it. It does not alone carry a 
diversified gospel message, but it is 


a constant herald of business 
items, rules and regulations of the 
Church. It tells of the success of 
your fellow ministers in different 
states and countries. Just how 
many of you have treated it so 
lightly is more than I am actually 
able to understand. It is your pa- 
per, it represents your cause. Each 
church member will be more faith- 
ful to you as a pastor, and will be 
more loyal to the rules and regula- 
tions of the Church after reading 
it than they possibly can be before. 
It will increase the prestige of your 
church, and no less will it increase 
the prestige of your church com- 
munity.

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Saved “Go “Ghe “Uttermost 


S. W. LATIMER Gen. Overseer 


Text, “Seeing that we have u 
high priest that is passed into the 
heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let 
us hold fast to our profession for 
we have not an high priest which 
cannot be touched with the feeling 
of our infirmities. But was in all 
points tempted like as_ we, yet 
without sin. Let us therefore come 
boldly unto a throne of grace that 
we may obtain mercy and _ find 
grace to help in time of need,” 
Heb. 4:14-16. 

The inquiry coming irom thou- 
sands of burdened hearts all thri: 
the Church is,What degree of piety 
is needed to secure acceptalice 
with God? To what extent have 
we the promise of being saved in 
this life? For an answer to such 
questions we must consult the 
Holy Scriptures. If we are not war- 
anted by the Word of God to look 
for entire deliverance from sin’ in 
this life, it would be absurd for any 
one to assume that he had experi- 
enced deliverance. We are taught 
in the New Testament that we may 
be saved completely. Heb. 7:25, 
“Wherefore He is able also to save 
them to the uttermost that come 
unto God by him, seeing he ever 
liveth .to make intercession for 
them.’ This scripture signifies the 
fartherest extent, the greatest de- 
gree, the most distant point. It has 
been affirmed that the term “ut- 
termost” has reference more to 
duration than to completeness. 
and that this view is sustained by 
the marginal reading ‘‘evermore.” 
But the ablest expositors, as well 
as the new version, repudiate the 
marginal as misleading. It is very 
clear by reading after many able 
expositors that the word “com- 
pletely” is in perfect accord with 
the Scriptures and the experience 
of many Christians. Many com- 
mentaries differ but we feel safe 
in the thought that He is ever able 
to save or He is able to save for- 
ever. I am sure that this has refer- 
ence to completeness and not dur- 
ation. 

Before going further in defin ng 
the doctrine it would be well to 
guard the reader against several 
errors over which many honest 
souls have stumbled. In consider- 
ing this subject we are inclined to 
go to one of two extremes, either 
place the standard too high and 


by so doing turn honest minds 
away from it as an impossible at- 
tainment, or place it too low and 
thus inspire inordinary _ believers 
no aspiration for its possession. If 
you would hit the mark you must 
know where it is. Some people aim 
at Christian perfection but miss it, 
interpreting it to mean angelic pe'- 
fection, and peevishly give up. 
Others place the mark much tos 
low, hence it is that you hear them 
claim that they have attained 
Christian perfection when they 
have not so much as attained the 
candor of a good conscience. 


We place the mark too high 
when we make it consist in perfect 
conduct... Infallibility is not a fruit 
of grace. While human ideals or 
perfection leave no margin for in- 
nocent mistakes and unavoidable 
errors, divine ideals allow many co 


exist in connection with _ perfect 
love. According to human judg- 
ment a perfectly faultless being 


was never found among men. No 
person has ever lived of whom seri- 
ous complaints were not made by 
someone. The man Christ Jesus in 
whom was no sin, was holy, harm 
less, undefiled, separated from sin- 
ners. This is the divine estimation 
of Jesus but this is not the judg- 
ment formed by His enemies and 
those who opposed Him. Many to 
whom He preached vehemently ac- 
cused Him. Some said He was mad, 
others “that he hath a devil,” thai 
He cast out devils by the prince of 
devils, a winebibber, a Sabbath- 
breaker, disloyal to the govern- 
ment. Surely if they called the 
Master of the house Beelzebub, we 
may expect that they will say un- 
handsome things about His house- 
hold. God declared that Job was a 
perfect man and asked Satan if he 
had considered him. Judging from 
the conduct of Satan it is fair to 
infer that he responded in the neg- 
ative. He insisted that Job served 
God for selfish motives and if the 
things with which Job had been 
hedged about were removed, he 
would cease to give evidence oi 
that perfection which had been at- 
tributed to him. Permission was 
given. Job was stripped of every 
earthly good. We hear him say. 
“The Lord giveth and the Lord 
taketh away, blessed be the name 
of the Lord.” After all Job’s earth- 
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ly possessions were gone he mani- 
fested that sweet, sacrificing spirit 
of the Lord. Satan was allowed to 
do his worst without taking his 
life. In the midst of Job’s deepest 
physical suffering and mental sor- 
row, without human sympathy, 
seemingly without the face of God, 
he says, “Though he slay me, yet 
will I trust him.” 

Human estimate of perfection 
differs from that of divine. Men 
judge by the outward appearance. 
God judgeth by the heart. It is a 
matter of devout gratitude to our 
heavenly Father that when He said 
to Abraham, ‘Walk thou before 
me and be thou perfect,” Abraham 
could be perfect after God’s ideal 
but not after man’s. We can be per- 
fect before God in love. God judges 
the acts by the motive, conse- 
quently our judgment of the char- 
acter or acts becomes erroneous. 
We are not speaking of sins, such 
as violation of the moral law, but 
of errors in conduct, mistaken in 
judgment. To the human observ- 
ers these errors and mistakes may 
seem to indicate the wrong state, 
consequently those who oppose 
this experience will say that there 
is nothing perfect, yet we admit 
perfection in the kingdom of na- 
ture and art while we deny it in the 
kingdom of grace. We pronounce 
the flower perfect, the crystal per- 
fect, the beast perfect, and no one 
thinks of calling in question a deci- 
sion of judges of art and of ani- 
mals. We say the music rendered 
is perfect. The intelligent audience 
applauses the announcement, yet 
when God presents us _ perfect 
specimens of His workmanship ev- 
erywhere men are ready to dispute 
this fact. They admit perfection in 
every line but when it comes to 
the love of God in the heart they 
are ready to reject and denounce 
it. Now man can be perfect in the 
sense that God intends for him to 
be perfect. Man was not made to 
be an angel in this world nor a 
god in the world to come, but sim- 
ply to love God with all his heart. 
God made him for this. He possess- 
es the perfectness of saints on 
earth, which is perfect love or love 
made perfect. 

We place the mark too h'gh 
when we insist that it places its 
possessor beyond the possibility of 
being tempted. That holy beings 
have been tempted the Bible clear- 
ly affirms. How it was done we 
must leave the reader’ to dec‘dée. 
We read of the angels who kept 
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not their first estate. Cur frst par- 
ents who were created in the im- 
age of God, which consisted in 
righteousness and irue_ holiness, 
fell. We come to our precious Sav- 
ior who was tempted in all points 
like as we and yet without — sin. 
Heb. 4:15. If Jesus was pure, unde- 
filed, separated from sinners, who 
knew no sin, and could be tempt- 
ed in all points like as we, if He 
could suffer being tempted, ‘hen 
there is no ‘neonsistency in con- 
firming that we may be holy and 
yet be tempted. It is not necessary 
to have sin in the heart in order 
to be tempted any more than Jesus 
should have sin in His heart to be 
tempted. The world and Satan still 
remain to oppose, though the old 
man, the carnal mind, is destroy- 
ed. 

We place the mark too high when 
we insist that if attained iis pos- 
sessor can never fall. The ques- 
tion is often asked, How can one 
fall in whom is no sin? We may 
not be able to answer the question 
satisfactorily, nevertheless the 
stern fact meets us that such «in 
event has transpired. Holy beings 
have sinned and fallen and what 
has been may be again. Holy an- 
gels kept not their first estate but 
were cast down to hell. Our first 
parents were holy yet they sinned 
and fell. Here are the facts’ that 
overturn all opposition. Entire 
sanctification does not render hu- 
man beings incapable of falling. 
They are still possessed to all de- 
grees of human probation, free to 
stand but at the same time liable 
to fall. To be saved from all sin 
will surely make it more certain 
that we shall not fall. To have all 
our foes on the _ outside is 
safer than to have them both with- 
in and without. Salvation is by 
faith from first to last, and he who 
stands at all must stand by faith. 

We place the mark too low when 
we make it to consist simply in 
freedom from committing sin. It 
is believed by some that we can- 
not be saved from committing sin, 
meaning thereby voluntary sins, 
sins known to be sins at the time 
they are committed. But surely 
this cannot be for John says, “‘He 
that committeth sin is of the devil. 
He that is born of God _ sinneth 
not.” In this vice versa one sins 
and the other does not. John 3:6-9. 
John 3:10, “In this the children of 
God are manifested, and the chil- 
dren of the devil.” Consequently 
freedom from sin belongs to the 
justified believer. No child who is 
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born again can retain his experi- 
ence and commit sin. Now entire 
sanctification is far in advance of 
freedom from voluntary commis- 
sion of sin. This of course would 
be too low a standard for entir> 
sanctification. 

Again we place the mark too 
low when it is made_ to consist 
simply of freedom from condem- 
nation. A profession of freedom 
from condemnation is regarded by 
many equivalent to a freedom from 
depravity. This is a low idea of 
heart purity as freedom from con- 
demnation belongs to the justified 
state. “There is therefore now no 
condemnation,”’ says Paul, “to 
them who are in Christ Jesus.”’ No 
man is a Christian who is not in 
Christ Jesus, and as none who are 
in Christ are condemned, it fol- 
lows that freedom from condemna- 
tion is the normal state of the 
child of God. Consequently no man 
can be justified and condemned at 
the same time. It follows that 
Christians must live without con- 
demnation. 

There is a great deal of differ- 
ence in condemnation and burden- 
ed. Many people feel because they 
are burdened for different reasons 
that they are under condemna- 
tion. Condemnation comes of ac- 
tual sin or wilful neglect. Actual 
sin separates the soul from God so 
that no man can maintain his jus- 
tified state who is not saved from 
the commission of sin. Conver- 
sion is not an inferior work. It is so 
great as to be called a new crea- 
ture. It is genuine. It will stop 
many from committing sin and 
free from the condemning powers 
and make them obedient to God’s 
commands. So we should not ci! 
this state of the Christian life en- 
tire sanctification. It is far below 
that state. 

We should not set our estimate 
too high on the one hand, nor too 
low on the other. We should not 
expect to attain to the perfection 
of angelic beings. We are still hn- 
man and subject to temptation. 

If we set our aims, professions, 
and possession above that which 
God’ Word prescribes, we will I'ke- 
ly give up our hope and abandon 
the subject. If we place it too low 
we will make only a profess‘on of 
sanctification and will become dis- 
couraged and fall so far below the 
mark until it will be very dis- 
astrous. There is an attainment 
of holiness for man in the body,, 
variously described in the Scrip- 
tures as heart purity, the body of

sin destroyed, dead indeed unto 
sin, sanctified wholly, perfect love, 
perfect holiness, loving God with 
all our heart. All these’ various 
scriptures are employed to de- 
scribe what it is to be perfected in 
holiness. It is to be cleansed from 
all actual sin and depravity. Paul’s 
letter to the Ephesians, Eph. 1:3,4, 
states that we are chosen in Him 
that we should be holy and with- 
out blame before Him in love. !n 
Luke 1:74, 75. we have from the 
lips of Jesus, that we being detiv- 
ered out of the hands of our en- 
emies might serve Him in holiness 
and righteousness all the days of 
our lives, proving that it is in this 
life that this experience might be 
attained. 

I am writing on this subject and 
as I' return to the office each time 
I will try and continue _ this sub- 
ject of being saved to the utter- 
most or perfect holiness.

JESUS’ TESTIMONY CONCERNING HIMSELF 


TEXT: Matt. 11:2-6, 16-19, 25-30. — MEMORY VERSE: Matt. 11:29. 
TIME: Probably the autumn of A. D. 28. — PLACE: Galilee. 


GOLDEN TEXT: Come unto me, all ye that labour and are heavy laden, and I 


will give you rest.—Matt. 11:28. 


LEADING THOUGHT: Christ’s consciousness of His deity is plainly manifested 


in the gospel records. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
JOHN’S INQUIRY CONCERNING 
CHRIST 

Vv. 2. “Now when John had heard in 
the prison the works of Christ.” The won- 
drous miracles that Jesus had wrought 
and His fame had. found its way from 
Galilee to Amarchaeus where John was 
in prison, “He sent two of his disciples 
The journey was long but to satisfy thei: 
master and perhaps their own anxiety 
they set about the errand. 

Vv. 3. “And said unto them, Art thou 
he that should come?” The _ prophets 
pointed to the coming One, Ps. 118:26; 
Hab. 2:3: Gen. 49:10. It was the hope 
of the nation of Israel in harmony with 
the Davidiec promise: “Or do we look for 
another.” The inquiry is queer since John 
had divine witness of whom Christ was, 
John 1:35; Matt. 3:17. He was perhaps 
depressed by his imprisonment and true 
he had not witnessed the miracles of 
Christ’s ministry and being now in 
prison he possibly felt disappointed and 
confused. 

CHRIST’S ANSWER TO JOHN 

V. 4. “Jesus answered and said unto 
them.” He does not upbraid John. His 
answer is kind and pathetic. “Go and 
show John again those things which ye 
do hear and see.” He makes no self- 
claims but refers simply to the effects 
of His work. This was His sole claim 
to the Messiahship, John 10:25. Luke 
7:21 adds that in the same hour He cured 
many of their infirmities and plagues 
and of evil spirits. And unto many that 
were blind He gave sight. 

V. 5. “The blind received their sight.” 
Here perhaps physically, yet Jesus was 
the light of the world, John 1:7, 8, 9. “A 
light to them that sit in darkness in the 
shadow of death, Isa. 9:2. “And the lame 
walk and the lepers are cleansed.” This 
ministry is described in Isa. 61:1. Such 
miracles attested the proof of His power 
over disease and death itself. “And the 
deaf hear” One of Christ’s most comfort- 
ing miracles. “And. the dead are raised 
up.” It-is thought by some that some 
miracle of raising the dead was included 
in that day’s work. “And the poor have 
the gospel preached to them.” Though 
last in the list of Christ’s benefits it was 
nevertheless the climax and first men- 
tioned of His ministries, Isa. 61:1. This 
should still remain the chief. object of 
the church. 


“And blessed is he - whosoever 
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shall not be offended in me.” Christ 
points to the possibility of the highness 
of God’s ways superseding human ways 
and understanding to the extent that 
there might be an offense toward Christ. 
“Shall find none occasion of stumbling,” 
Revised Version puts it. A stumbling 
stone He was to Israel because they did 
not understand Him. 
THE PARABLE OF CHRIST’S 
REJECTION 
Matt. 11:18-19 

V. 16. “But whereunto shall I liken 
this generation.” A reference not to the 
common people which heard Him gladly 
but to the scribes and Pharisees who 
mocked and opposed Him, Luke 7:29, 30. 
Liken was a common rabbinical phrase, 
Matt. 7:24. It is like unto children sit- 
ting in the market places. A reference to 
the open squares in the towns where chil- 
dren would find space for their childisn 
sports. “And calling unto their fellows.” 
We gather from this phrase that Christ 
knew about and actually watches the 
children at play. 

V.17. “And saying, We have piped un- 
to you and ye have not danced, we have 
mourned unto you and ye have not la 
mented.” In all the childish plays when 
me party was thru certain other parties 
would then take up some advance part of 
the play and thus proceed. After John 
and Jesus had announced the kingdom 
at hand it then became the duty of the 
children of the kingdom thru the David- 
ic covenant to proceed with their part of 
the play which should have been done 
with joy as is signified by dancing. John 
and Jesus had both mourned in agoniz- 
ing prayer over the scattered and lost 
sheep of Israel] who had not lamented in 
repentance for their sins. 

Vv. 18. “For John came neither eat- 
ing nor drinking.” Chap. 3:4; Luke 1:5. 
He lived on locusts and wild honey, there. 
fore he did not attend their feasts. “And 
they say, He hath a devil.” John abstain- 
ed from all but necessary food. His stern 
morality had been too hard for the Jews. 
His life was an insigma of purity in do- 
mestical, social, political and mercan- 
tile purity. His life was one of. self-sacri- 
fice. 

Vv. 19. “The Son of man came eating 
and drinking.” Unlike John who had 
come forth from the wilderness, who had 
refused to participate in their everyday 
social life, Christ was homely, approach- 
able, and sociable in His manner of life, 
kind and compassionate, who.could bec 
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found among sinners without depreciat 
ing Himself. “And they say, Behold a 
gluttonous man and a _ winebibber.” 
Afriendofpublicans and sinners.” Christ’s 
indulgence in this sense had not been 
more susceptible or pleasing to the Jews 
than had been John’s sternness. “But 
wisdom is justified of her children.” Di- 
vine wisdom manifests itself in that 
which it does or allows. Those who 
possess wisdom justify it as manifest in 
the life of others. 

CHRIST REJOICING IN DIVINE 

REVELATION 
Matt. 11:25-30. 

V. 25. “That time Jesus answered and 
said.” After the return of the evangelis- 
tic tour of the seventy mentioned also in 
Luke 10:21, 22. “I thank thee, O Father, 
Lord of heaven and earth.” Jesus here 
refers first to His divine relationship cs 
Father, and second, to His sovereign ma- 
jesty and ownership of all creation. “Be- 
cause thou hast hid these things from 
the wise and prudent.” Since the religi- 
ous impression can alone come thru the 
revelation of the Spirit (1 Cor. 2:9, 10). 
it remains that the world with all its 
fashion, intelligence, and religious pro- 
fession had not known nor _ received 
Christ. Thus thru heavenly wisdom Go¢ 
hath made foolish the wisdom of this 
world and hath revealed heaventy things 
unto babes. All the apostles were mere 
babes in religious instruction and were 
entirely void of the liturgical study and 
preparation concerning which the phylos- 
ophical rabbis were over-graduates. 

V. 26. “Even so Father for it seemed 
good in thy sight.” Christ rejoiced at the 
manifestation of God’s will in the selec- 
tion of these mere babes. 

V. 27. “All things are delivered unto 
thee of my Father.” That is, all things 
which were required for His work ‘and 
manifestation of the truth. Compare Matt. 
28:18 with John 8:28. Christ’s power and 
authority as manifested in this world was 
an absolute gift from God. “And no mar 
knoweth the Son but the Father, neither 
knoweth any man the Father save the 
Son.” The hidden treasures of wisdom 
and knowledge, the purpose and ultimate 
aim of Christ were alone known to the 
Father. While on the other hand the 
boundless mercies, riches of His grace 
and infinite treasures no one knew ex- 
cept the Son. “And he to whomsoever the 
Son will reveal him.” Since Christ was 
the truth, the light, and the way, and was 
the Divine Mediator between God and 
man, all revelation or treasure concern- 
ing the Godhead must come thru Him. 


REST OFFERED TO ALL 

Vv. 28. “Come unto me all ye that fa- 
bour and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest.” All the burden toilers, 

Vv. 30. “For my yoke is easy and my 
burden is light.” His yoke is easy be- 
cause His is a joyful service. His com- 
mandments are not grievous, 1 John 5:3. 
His. burdens are those of pleasure. and 
happiness with which we are freighted 
that we may have treasure to share with 
others, 
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whether of physical or spiritual needs 
and burdens, might now come to Christ 
the incarnate, the human and divine One 
and find rest from all their sorrows, 
doubts and worries. 

V. 29. “Take my yoke upon you.” The 
yoke is suggestive of faith and work to 
be done, of spiritual union and service 
with Christ. It is thru the yoke that the 
young ox learns both the work he is to 
do and the will of his master. The yoke 
also suggests legal obedience. Alone as 
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‘~we~occupy the place of servants with 
Christ will we actually learn of Him. 
“For I am meek and lowly in heart.” 
That is, He accepts whatever yoke His 
Father puts upon Him. He humbled Him- 
self to the death of the cross, Phil. 2:8. 
“And ye shall find rest unto your souls.” 
Thus humility is the door and entrance 
to rest. We are by true yoke fellowship 
guided in the paths of obedience, life and 
service with Christ. Alone doing the will 
of our Father in heaven will we actually 
find rest.
